WORK, PERMITS 
NEEDED BY 
STUDENTS 


PORTERVILLE, Oct. 22—Full- 
time schoo] attendance is required 
of all minors between the ages of 
eight and 16, except in special 
cases as provided by law, accord- 
ing to L. E. Grimm, Porterville 
High School dean of boys and at- 
tendance officer. 

. Persons in this age group, 
Grimm points out, cannot obtain 
a permit to work during school 
hours except in hardship cases. 

Minors between 12 and 16 can 
obtain work permits for a limited 
number of hours during school va- 
cations and on Saturdays, how- 
ever. 

Grimm emphasized that minors 
between 16 and 18 are required 
to attend schoo} until they have: 
either graduated from an approved 
high school, or have been exempt- 
ed from attending by the school 
authorities. ‘“‘This age group,” 
Grimm said, ‘‘cannot be legally 
employed without first obtaining 
a permit to work from school au- 
thorities.”’ 

It is the responsibility of the 
minor and his parents to obtain 
the permit to work, Grimm said, 
and it is the responsibility of the 
employer to see that a minor has 
a valid permit before he is em- 
ployed. 

The work permits may be ob- 
tained ‘during regular hours at 
the high school attendance office.

Hysterectomy 
Explained 


Q. Does removal of the uterus 
bring about the change of life 
before the usual time?—Mrs. X. 
A. No. To many women, “change 
of life’ and the stopping of 
menstruation mean the same 
thing. This is not the case. Men- 
struation takes place as the re- 
sult of periodic changes in the 
uterus brought about by ovarian 
hormones. The change of life or 
Menopause is reached when 
Ovarian activity begins to dimin- 
ish. As lesser amounts of ovarian 
hormones are produced the peri- 
ods become further and further 
apart until menstruation ceases. 
The ovaries simply reach a 
point where their influence on the 
uterus is no longer strong enough 
to produce the outward sign of 
menstruation. With removal of 
the uterus (hysterectomy) during 
reproductive life, menstruation 
ceases but the ovaries go on pro- 
ducing hormones until an age is 
reached at which they would 
slow up had the uterus not been 
removed.
